The child comes 
fo dhenursery school, usually with the knowledge of BIG and SMALL: MORE and 
LESS. Comparing und discovering relationships of things comes naturally to him, 
‘even before he begins fo count. Therofore the meaningful use of comparative words 
‘must be wught before the child beeitisformal number work, Pre-numher vocabulary 
is the busie foundation of all mathematical work.

‘The indoor play equipment depends on a class budget and space, The Wendy House is 
commonly used by children enact aul soles in playing house-house, They shop, cook, set 
lables, iron, dross like grown-ups, have feeding times for the dolls, and so the concepts oF 
QUANTITY and TIME are incidertly learnt, The teacher will sso have 10 plan lessons to create 
Jearning situations a topical conversations arise.

APPARATUS 


Colour and Shape ; Flat and solil shapes, insetshoards, are available jn many colours, 
Children match colours and shapes.

They can also cutand stick 
Shapes front paper, straws, or cloth, COLOUR and SHAPE can be incorporated into at lessons, 


Sice and Space : Building biocks ond bricks are made from plastic and wood, They can be 
smu by stuffing and covering emply hoxes nd cerons with coloured paper Children then build 
‘owers, bridgas, buildings, arches, etc. They beyin to use words like TALL, HIGH, SHORT, 
WIDE, NARROW, ete. They ean also have cars go UNDER the arch, and OVER the bridge 
Many of the words from SPACE can he meaningfully used nere 


‘Measuring rods in coloured sections, tapes, slbbons, stingsare all use in helping children 
find outhow TALL, how SHORT, how LONG, how DEEP thirgs are. They measure and cut out 
paper clothes, their own silhouettes stresmers and many things needed all the year wound for 
various project, 


Weight + An accurate pair of scales is Very important to keep ina classroom, Another can be 
Improvised fiom @ huariger und two coconut shells, Weighing maierial consists of sand, pebbles, 
Ibotle ops, seeds, corks, ee. One item is weighed against the other, ather than using mmerical 
‘weights at this early siage, eg children weigh their pets against so many pebbles, or pencils 
So they will use words lke HEAVIER, LIGHTER, AS HEAVY, AS LIGHT. 


Movement : Children can bring their toy trains, cars, buses, boats, and planes fbr @ project 
fon transport. Pecans sorting tem out according to things that ROLL, FLOAT, FLY may help, 
‘Some of them can be made with old boxes and reals. Musical games and eurhythmicc area good 
‘ay’ of gesting children lo distinguish different forms of movement, such as STOP. GO, PUSH, 
PULL, ROLL. ete, Words from the other concepts can also be adapted to musical movement.
